M. Go blet, minister of public instruc- 
tion.

Gen eral Bonlanger, ministei of war. 
M. Auber, minister of marine and the 
colonies. 


M. Barhaut, minister of public works. 
M. Granet, minister of posts and tele- 
graphs. 


There is a disposition to give the cab- 
inet a fair trial, but is predicted it can- 
not last lonpf.

The avoi-age dnratiou of the eighteen gov- 
ernments the countr}' has had in the last 
three centuries is sixteen years.

ning of 188.5 .Tules Ferry was prime minister. 
He was succeeded during the year by M. 
Brisson, who was president of the chamber of 
deputies, but consented to "form a cabinet," 
as it is called, on the downfall of Jules Ferry. 
He lost his popularity from that time stead- 
ily. 
The F j e u f h coiisi<ler the war in Ton- 
quin not to have been 
managed with the 
highest degree of statesmanship, therefore 
M. Brisson resigned. 
Tlie truth is. with 9 
giant debr and masses of unemployed work- 
ingmeu staring tiiem in the face", matters aro 
in sufh a tangle that nobody quite likes to 
take hold of it. 


M. Brisson is a brilliant man, 51 years old,

M. de Fieycinet was called 
upon to

He is one of the foremost advocates 
in France of a liberal colonial policj", and 
was largely instrumental in forwarding the 
operations in Tonquin and MadHgasear that 
have cost France so heavily in lives and 
treasure. 
He is by jiroi'es.sion a civil en- 
gineer, and served the g:overnment in a num- 
ber of important scientific oi>eration.s before 
he began his political career. 


In 1879, when M. Grevy had succeeded 
Marshal MacMahou as presidenfof the re- 
public, M. Freycinet was appointed presi- 
dent of the council in place of M. Wadding- 
ton, and he look the portfolio of foreign 
affairs. 
Ho resigned in 1880. in con.sequence 
of the di fileni ties relative to the execution 
of the degrees against the unauthorized 
religious 
orders; 
and M. Jules 
Ferry 
was 
then 
intrusted 
with the formation 
of a new cabinet. In J a n u a r y , 18N"2, M. G»m- 
betta's ministry was overthrown on tfce 
Bcrutiu de Liste proposal, by a majority in 
the chamber of SQo U) 110.

T H E P R E S I D E N T O F FRANCE. 
Presidential elections in our sister republic 
across the water are managed differently 
from oui-s. 
There is no body of presidential 
electoi-.s to be voted for by the people a t 
large. 
The chiff executive is elected by the 
French na ional assemlily. I t is composed 
of two house-, like our congress, a senate and 
chamber of deputies. 
I t is amusing to know 
that, so far from holding their sessions in 
one building, the French senate and chamber 
of deputies meet a t different eads of the 
town. 
This is approved on the ground that 
it prevents quarreling. There must be some- 
thing in this judging i r o m the disgraceful 
rows at the recent presidential election. 


The election took place at Versailles, 
•which may be called the acting capital of 
France. 
For another seven years the grfty- 
bearded man in the picture will be the scape- 
goat who must bear the sins of the Frencb 
people. 
It is not much fun being president 
of France. 
Ordinary elections in France 
take place on Sunday. 
The French are excitable by natura.

M Grevy was b o m a t Mont>-sous-Vaudrey, 
in the J u r a mountains, in 1813. He was a 
Btuden c in the Paris law schools when the 
revolution of 1830 broke out, and although 
but se%-enteen years of age, he fought in the 
war of the insurrectionists and did not l a y 
down his musket until Charles X abdicated. 
It is diflacult to believe that the hot-blooded 
boy who, musket in hand, was the first to 
force his way into the barracks of the Ru« 
de Babylon is identical with the staid old 
gentleman in the long black coat who m a y 
now be seen taking his daily walk in the 
streets of Paria 
Having finished his studies 
M. Grevy was admitted to the bar, and soon 
became prominent by defending people who 
were prtisecuted for holding liberal opinions 
under the regime of Ix)uis Philippe. 
During 
the revolution of 184-S M. Grev^y came to the 
front again and won respect by his pruden-e 
and self-possession in keeping abrea.st with 
the Liberals, while avoiding the extrava- 
gan es of the more hot-headed visionaries. 


When the empire came, M Grevy, like t h e 
majority of those holding liberal opinions, 
retired to private life, and did not appear 
again until toward the end of the Napoleonic 
t-eginie, 
when the current 
of liberalism 
burst forth anew. 
He was an Oppo-;itioa 
tnember of the coi-ps le^.'isUitif when the war 
with Germany broke out. and he opposed 
that 
disastrous 
movement 
with all his 
ftrength. Hf «as elected to the national 
lÄsembly. which .-uccMe led the imperial legis- 
'ature, and " n s cliosen president of the assem- 
bly. a i>ost of excemiin^ dilliculty a t t h a t

jf times, unt.ii finally made president of the 
'epubl.c in 18711 


M. Grevy is (>f medium 
height,

to an ol'^furi' workingman as to a foreign

He generally dresses in coarse

When he walks out he wears a 
bja<'k ir. < k coat, which .seems designed more 
or (remfort than ornament.

During his career M. Grevy always 
ef sed decorzitions—one of the weaknesses 
of hLs countrymen—but 
when he became 
president of the republic that office carried 
with it the grand cixjss—highest grad*—of 
the Legion of Honor.

When the terrified 
hundreds 
gathered

were the Sugar Notch miners buried by a 
cave-in in ls80.

It began to look hopelan.

The parents were very old. The 
white-haired father hovered like a ghort 
about the ill-fated mine, wringing his hands. 


"I've got two as good boys as ever lived 
dead in that mine, and as good a girl as a 
father ever had lying dead a t home, bnt the 
will of Gk)d be done,*» he said. 


I t was very pitiful The accident occurred 
on Friday. 
Monday another 
tremendoui 
calm slide took placa 
I t fell into and filled 
completely the narrow, painful passage al- 
ready cut out. 
Every way of communicat- 
ing with the imprisoned men had been tried, 
if, perchance, they were yet alive. A n iron 
pipe ran through the chambers. The rescuers 
tried knocking on this, knowing that the 
sound would penetrate to the farthest re- 
cesses. 
But it was never answered. 
When 
the second landslide took place all hope 
ended. 
The men were given up f r surely 
dead. 
Tho rescuers made a rush to escape 
with their own lives. 


Then they took thought how the bodiee 
might be obtained.

offered a reward of $100 for the first body 
discovered. 


WHAT IT LIOOKS LIKE NOW. 


Seventeen widows and 
fifty-two 
orphans 
were made by the disaster. 
A subscription 
has been startsd to send the helpless ones 
back t o the old country. 
Since the con- 
ditions of life there are f a r harder than 
here, this plan, to a humane person, looks* 
toleraUv tough. 
W h a t will become of them 
then? 
One of the dead men was a young 
Pole who had only been married the Sunday 
before the disa.ster. He had saved $900 of 
his earnings. 
With this he bought a house 
and t o c t his bride home to it. 


This is one of the saddest mine disasters in 
history. 
Even hope of rescuing tuo bodies 
is about abandoned. 
They nmst probably 
lie beneath the culm bank till the end of 
time. 
Rather strangely the flow of culm 
and debris still continues, in a slow dull 
stresjn, like the current of lava on Mt. Ve- 
suvius. A'- ove ground, it has the appearance 
of a sink hole in the earth.

W h a t next? 
The pile of debris is so great 
that they say it would take a year to exca« 
vate the dirt, and then there would f.e no 
certainty of finding the remains.

they were not there. 
They must have tried

WHAT IT LOOKS LUCE NOW. 


Seventeen widows and fifty-two orphans 
are made by the disaster. A subscription 


has been started to send the helpless ones 
back to the old country. Since tho con 
dltlons of life there nro far harder than 
here, this plan, to a humane person, looks 
tolerably tou^h. What will become of them 
then? One of the dead men was a young 
Pole who had only been married the Sunday 
before the disaster. He had saved $900 of 
his earnings. With this he bought a house 
and tool: his bride home to it 


This is one of the saddest mine disasters In 


history. Even hope of resetting tiie bodies 
it about abandoned. Thoy must probably 
liobenratu tha culm bank till the end of 
time. Rather strangely the flow of culm 
and debris still continues, iu a slow dull 
Btresm, like tho current of lava on lit Ve- 
suvius.
